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City approves budget-with big raises

Romulus City Council mem¬ 
bers approved the 2006W gener¬ 
al fund budget at their regular 
meeting Monday evening, but not 
without some debate about provi¬ 
sions included in it 

The $22 million budget calls 
for salary increases for several 
key department heads and assis¬ 
tant department heads that will 
take effect on July 1. In some 
cases, these raises equal a 20 per¬ 
cent increase. 

Mayor Alan Lambert - who 
also receives an increase this 
year - said the raises would bring 
compensation for specific per¬ 
sonnel in line with other cities. 

“I know for a fact that some of 
the people we have on staff are 
getting job offers fix>m other com¬ 


munities,” he said. “Things are 
going better here than they have 
in a long time, and it’s because of 
these people. We can’t afford to 
lose them, and they deserve 
every penny of it” 

The budget was approved by a 
5-2 vote. 

“I think it if the public had the 
opportunity to vote on the raises 
themselves, they wouldn’t go for 
it,” said Councilman Harry 
Crout “If it were a 3 percent 
raise across the board, it would 
be different The way the econo¬ 
my is right now, I don’t think any¬ 
one in any line of work is getting 
a raise of 20 percent” 

Compensation of non-union¬ 
ized employees was under 
review by a city committee in the 
latter part of 2005. The commit¬ 
tee worked with the Michigan 
Municipal League, which provid¬ 


ed fact and figures about com¬ 
pensation fram 10 other cities. 

Lambert said some depart¬ 
ment heads will receive compen¬ 
sation more in line with the other 
communities, but not necessarily 
top-of-the-line pay. He added that 
he hopes the wage increase will 
prevent a revolving door in some 
departments. 

“We found a good mid-point 
for some of the people,” he said. 

John Clark, a Romulus resi¬ 
dent for more than 30 years, said 
the raises were excessive and 
don’t reflect the struggles some 
citizens are facing. 

“You say these people cannot 
be replaced, but if - God forbid - 
one of them were to die, there 
would be a line to replace them 
20-people long,” he said. “If you 
look at what’s happened in this 
city. Northwest pilots took a cuL 


Delphi is taking a $10 an hour 
cut People are facing hard times 
here.” 

Council members John 
Barden, William Wadsworth, 
Randolph Gear, Ellen Craig- 
Bragg, and Leroy Burcroff voted 
yes. Councilman William Crova 
joined Crout in dissented. 

Funds expended near the 
Metro World site to extend 
Vining Road to spur develop¬ 
ment at the Metro World Center 
site is the reason Crova voted 
against the budget he said. 

The roads plan calls for $5.5 
million in investment in an area 
where little is happening. The 
site is earmarked for business 
and residential development 

“I’ve been up here for many 
years, and we’ve had some inter-

Sewer repairs 
could cost 
$7 million

Romulus will issue $7 mil¬ 
lion in Capitol improvement 
bonds later this year for infra¬ 
structure work at one of the 
oldest neighborhoods in the 
city. 

Known as the Junction 
Subdivision, the parcel of land 
near Goddard Road will need a 
completely new sewer system 
and other updates to make the 
parcel conducive to future 
development that might go on 
at the site. 

The neighborhood was one 
of the first to spring up when 
people began to move into what 
is now Romulus decades ago, 
said Mayor Alan Lambert 

“1 think it’s been here about 
100 years, at the least” he said. 
“EX'erything over there is very, 
very old, and we need to 
replace those water mains as 
soon as possible.” 

It’s not known how may 
breaks the area experienced in 
the last year, but everyone at 
the city knows the Junction 
area needs some attention. 

“It’s better to start replacing 
the mains now, instead of when 
something happens,” said 
Lambert 

Aged infrastructure is com¬ 
mon in older suburbs like 
Romulus. In some cities, voters

City residents vent about Gateway troubie

Tempers flared during a dis¬ 
cussion of housing values and 
promises not kept Monday when 
several residents of the Romulus 
Gateway subdivision complained 
about living conditions at the golf 
course community. 

The lack of a club house, an 


ugly fence, interlopers invading 
people’s lawns looking for lost 
golf balls and changes in the 
development plan riled resi¬ 
dents, who shared their feelings 
with the city council and the land 
developer, Sam Cottone of 
Oakland Township-based Resco 
Inc. 

“I bought a $300,000 home in 
that community, and I’m a 


Realtor, and it ain’t happening 
here,” said Eldna Jemison, a resi¬ 
dent of Gateway. “We were 
promised a gated community, 
and that’s not what we have. If 
somebody were to sell a home, 
they would just get their money 
back, or have to take a loss to get 
out”

This weekend, four distin¬ 
guished graduates will be induct¬ 
ed into the Belleville High School 
Hall of Fhme. 

The Van Buren Public School 
District will host the ceremony at 
2 p.m. on Sunday in the high 
school auditorium to coincide 
with the National Honor Society 
inductees. This year the awards 
go to Richard Pokerwinski, class 
of 1964, Glenn Silvenis, class of 
1966, James J. Calhoun, class of 
1991 and Barbara Jean MitcheU, 
class of1953. 

Started in 1998, the program is 
designed to encourage graduates 
from the high school, according to 
Paul Henning, district spokesper- 
soa 

“We felt it should go along with 
the National Honor Society stu¬ 
dents to give them that encour¬ 
agement that once you graduate 
from high school your education¬ 
al career is not over,” he said. 
‘This ceremony is to give them 
confidence.” 

This year, the steering and 
selection committee went 
through more than 12 applica¬ 
tions to select the winners. Each 
qualified nominee must have 
graduated from Belleville High 
School prior to 1992, contributed 
to their chosen profession 
through performance and leader¬ 
ship, recognized success in their 
field of work and contributed or 
volunteered time, effort, leader¬ 


ship and resource to benefit the 
Belleville area and other commu¬ 
nities. 

Pokerwinski, of Sumpter 
Township, is retired from Ford 
Motor Co. After high school, he 
started working at Ford in the 
Ypsilanti plant. He was then 
transferred to the Plymouth plant 
in 1967 where he became a UAW 
union representative, as well as 
the UAW employee support ser¬ 
vice representative. 

Pokerwinski also remains 
active in the community. He is a 
member of the St. Anthony’s 
Church, a representative and co¬ 
chair from the church for the 
Belleville National Strawberry 
Festival, a volunteer for the 
Sumpter Country Fest, on the 
board of directors for the 
Parkside Credit Union and a 
board member with the Sumpter 
Parks and Recreation 
Commissioa 

In his fi^ time, he also likes 
nothing more than to strip down 
and rebuild old vehicles. He has 
won numerous awards from vari¬ 
ous car shows in doing so, too, he 
said. 

During his time at the high 
school, Pokerwinski played on 
the basketball, baseball and foot¬ 
ball teams and participated in the 
Varsity Club. 

Silvenis is the owner of Remax 
Crossroads IH in Belleville After 
high school, he pursued college 
at Washtenaw Community 
College and Eastern Michigan 
University. 


Silvenis started his commit¬ 
ment to the City of Belleville, he 
said, with an appointment to the 
parks commissioa He then went 
on to serve as mayor pro-tem for 
the city council and was elected 
mayor in 1987. During his eight 
years as mayor, the city saw much 
development and prosperity 
including: the library expansion, 
control of Main Street, the build¬ 
ing of two new subdivisions and 
more, he said. 

Silvenis is no longer involved 
in city politics, but in the area of 
real estate where he has received 
significant awards. He is also a 
member of the Girlstown 
Fbundation, the Belleville Rotary 
Club, St Anthony’s Church, the 
National Association of Realtors 
and the Western Wayne-Oakland 
Association of Realtors. 

During his high school years, 
he was involved in the marching 
band, concert band, orchestra,

Calhoun is currently pursuing 
a degree in paramedics at Baker 
College.

Engineering before he enlisted in 
the U.S. Army.

After the military, Calhoun 
became active as a volunteer for 
the Van Buren Head Start child 
development program and 
received an award for top male 
volunteer He also served as a cub 
master for the Haggerty 
Elementary School Boy Scouts, 
was a baseball coach for the Van 
Buren Public Schools and a 
youth group leader for the 
Cornerstone Baptist Church. 

While at Belleville High 
School, Calhoun was active in the 
building trades program through 
the Career Education Center He 
was also listed in the WTio’s Who

Romulus Community Schools picked 
up another accolade last week, this time 
for the alternative education programs. 

Community High School, where 400 
students who did not learn in a traditional 
hi^ school setting or had dropped out of 
school attend classes, received the 2006 
“School of the Year” award from the 
Michigan Alternative Education 
Organization. The school competed in a 
field of 200 alternative high schools in 
Michigan. 

A1 Wilkerson, principal of Community 
High School, said he was pleased to 
accept the award on behalf of his staff and 
the school district He also said that it’s 
gratifying that the district effort to provide 
an education to students with a variety of 


challenges was recognized. 

“(We need) to try even harder to come 
up with ways that will help students suc¬ 
ceed,” he said. 

The award was given to Wilkerson at 
the Michigan Alternative Education 
Organization State Conference in Bay City 
last weekend. 

Alternative high schools were con¬ 
ceived to help students who are stru^ing 
socially and academically. Though many 
districts don’t shine a light on their alter¬ 
native programs, Romulus Schools has 
consistently boasted about their success. 
Data from the district reveals that 85 per¬ 
cent of graduating seniors seek post-sec¬ 
ondary education, said schools 
spokesman Dick Kruse 

This, combined with policies and pro¬ 
grams that make a high school diploma a 
possibility for students, is the reason the 


school won the award, said 
Superintendent of Schools Joel Carr. At 
Community High, staffers have seen stu¬ 
dents struggling with homelessness, 
abuse, or having to work full-time to help 
unemployed or underemployed parents, 
to name a few. 

“(We’re) very proud of Community 
High’s innovative programs that give stu¬ 
dents a second, third and fourth chance to 
discover successful tracks to ^duation,” 
he said. ‘The school’s quarterly enroll¬ 
ment system is user-friendly and allows 
students to adjust to temporary difficulties 
they may experience” 

TWo of the school’s new programs cited 
at the awards ceremony are the Ford 
Partnership for Advanced Studies and an 
internship program with Eastern 
Michigan University, Wilkerson said. The 
Fbrd partnership helps prepare students 


for technology and research and develop¬ 
ment jobs with the automaker. 

‘The Ford Program, which is coordi¬ 
nated with the University of Michigan of 
Dearborn, gives out students exceptional 
learning opportunities that could lead to 
high-paying jobs,” he said. “It definitely 
gives them something to look forward to.” 

Students are also afforded the opportu¬ 
nity to complete their high school degrees 
while earning collie credits fit)m Wayne 
County Community College District That 
two-pronged aipproach works weU for the 
students and the college, said Richard 
Galant president ofthe Belleville campus 
of the community college. 

“More than 200 Community High stu¬ 
dents have enrolled in out dual programs 
and the Community High School students 
have achieved a 90 percent-plus course 
completion rate,” he said.

At issue is a complex array of 
promises and perceptions. 
Gateway, by far the largest resi¬ 
dential development in the city, 
was first conceived in 1997. The 
original plan called for 661 units, 
including 363 single-family 
homes, 92 duplexes and 206 four- 
plexes. 

The homes surround an 18- 
hole golf course near Beverly 
and Van Born roads and have 
been under construction for 
about six years. 

But residents were recently 
told there would be more four- 
plexes, which many residents 
feel are of a lesser value 

Recently unveiled plans for a 
clubhouse - which many resi¬ 
dents expected would be con¬ 
structed years ago - are coming a 
little too late for angry homeown¬ 
ers. A fence that was constructed 
to keep trespassers away from 
the homes was also described as 


obtrusive and ugly. 

“This just isn’t what we 
thought it would be,” said 
Jemisoa 

Cottone, who owns several 
real estate properties and at 
least one other golf course in 
Michigan, said that this was the 
first time he’s heard these con¬ 
cerns, and that the city and some 
of the builders he sold parcels of 
land are at least in part responsi¬ 
ble for the problems. 

“I think some of the builders 
may have misled the residents 
about what would be built here, 
because I think some of this is 
due to perceptions,” he said after 
the meeting “I’ve honestly never 
heard of some of these things, but 
I think we can work through 
them. And we were held up by 
the city for about a year as far as 
the clubhouse is concerned. (City 
representatives) said we hadn’t 
met a requirement, and they 
were found to be in error. That 
really set us back” 


He also said the fence - which 
has been painted in an attempt 
to satisfy residents - isn’t coming 
down. 

Mayor Alan Lambert didn’t 
comment about the role the city 
played in the issue, but did say 
he’s not sure the city can force 
the builders or the developer 
into meeting the wishes of the 
residents. 

“There’s nothing in the ori®- 
nal PDA (planned development 
agreement) that says they have to 
do these things,” he said. 

Residents of the complex 
have previously stated that they 
may seek legal representation. 

Jemison said that many resi¬ 
dents like living in Romulus, but 
are disenchanted with their 
experience with Gateway. 

“We have some good things 
going on in Romulus,” said 
Jemison. “But we could have 
gone to Canton and got the same 
thin^, and it would have looked 
better”

est in the site, but nothing’s hap¬ 
pening,” Crova said. “We’ve 
already spent a lot of money 
there. I will not vote for any more 
money to be spent in that area 
until we have something in place. 

Other details of the budget 
call for the elimination of several 
vacant positions, including build¬ 
ing inspector, firefighter, public 
relations specialist, police officer, 
police sergeant, and dispatcher, 
and co-op positions. The city also 


relied heavily on a Downtown 
Development Authority (DDA) 
and Tax Increment Financing 
Authority (TIFA) dollars to cover 
salaries and create a fund bal¬ 
ance of about $178,()(X). 

Individual departmental costs 
have been reduced as part of the 
budget The general government 
worker’s budget has been 
reduced by $7,978,051 to 
$7,755,336, which is a reduction 
of about 2.79 percent. The 
$12,311,531 public safety budget 
was reduced to $11,831,425 for 


2006-07, a reduction of about 3.9 
percent. F’ublic workers were 
reduced by 4.9 percent, from 
$626,679 in 200fift6 to $595,49L 
Burcroff said that it’s common 
for the council to not have a con¬ 
sensus on the budget 

“There are always going to be 
things that we don’t agree on,” he 
said. 

“I’m voting for the budget 
because I think it’s a good one. I 
look at past budget, and there are 
some things I would question. We 
do the best that we can.”

I have had to approve costly tax 
increases to create road repair 
and enhancement funds, while 
others have struggled to find 
ways to make repairs at all. 
Voters in cities like Ypsilanti, 
Inkster and Taylor approved 
measures during the past sever¬ 
al years to increase taxes to pay 
for road and infrastructure 
' repair 

I Romulus, however, has cho- 
I sen a different route. Selling 


bonds for the repairs enables 
the city to tap into funds they 
don’t immediately have to pay 
back, which gives them a speci¬ 
fied time to pay back the bond¬ 
holders. 

The resolution - which was 
unanimously approved by the 
Romulus City Council Monday - 
allows the city to issue up to $7 
million, but it’s not known if the 
project will cost that much. 

The work could start as early 
as this year

What about me? 


The ugliness attached to the City of Wayne budget sessions began 
even before the city administration outlined the proposed document 
on Tuesday night 

For days before the first study session we received many emails 
fix)m a lot of different departments in the city and they didn’t paint a 
very nice picture of the city. Fbr a city where the administration touts 
itself as one that works together as a team to provide the best possible 
services for residents, there was an awful lot of finger pointing, con¬ 
spiracy theories and general pandemonium. 

We could probably sum up the theme of most of them in three 
words: “What about me?’ 

There were plenty of exhortations to lay off so-and-so, because 
everybody knew he or she didn’t do anything anyway. People affiliat¬ 
ed with one program, department, sport or activity pointed to others. 
There was more back-stabbing evident than in a Shakespearean play 
or a prime-time melodrama 

Sadly, nobody simply wrote to remind the city council or the 
administration of the worth that their particular program had to the 
city, unless they took a swipe at another ‘less worthy’ program. 

This kind of behavior isn’t going to help. How the budget cuts fall 
remains to be seen, but the first impression of the budget is that the 
city department heads took pains to spread them around equally 
throu^out the city. 

It may not seem that way, but that’s because of the way the city 
funds various departments. The parks and recreation department, 
which has the most employees and received the second highest fund¬ 
ing—behind the public safety department—is a perennial target for 
cuts. It’s not because city officials don’t know the value of those pro¬ 
grams, only that there is more money filtering in there. 

The focal point of this anger should not be the various departments 
or other city employees, it should be directed at the situation, itself 
We should not be asking, why does Joe Blow get to keep his job and 
not me, but rather, why has it come to this? Didn’t we plan ahead? 
What did officials think would happen in a state that seems to be 
recovering more slowly than others in the nation? 

So far, this has been a sad study in human nature. If we walk down 
the street and see a bus hurtling toward us, nobody would admit that 
their first reaction would be to throw someone else in front of it to 
slow it down and save their own skin. Hopefully, we would strive to 
get everyone out of the way, find a new course for the runaway bus 
and determine what went wrong in the first place. 

Hang up on this proposal 


The Detroit City Council brought up an idea, recently, to ticket dri¬ 
vers using cell phones as they navigate through their community. 

This asinine idea has been visited at the state level, too, but so far 
nothing has come from it 

That’s a good thing. 

We understand the idea behind it: that distracted drivers are 
unsafe drivers, but we disagree with the rationality of targeting cell 
phone users and we certainly don’t think any one municipality should 
act on it until there is broader legislation approved at the state or fed¬ 
eral levels. 

After all, why is using a cell phone any less safe than the other 
things we tend to do while driving? 

Why is it unsafe to talk on a cell phone, but acceptable to shave 
with an electric razor, put on some make-up or eat a taco? Each is dis¬ 
tracting in its own right 

The difference is that cell phone companies offer these things call

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Communities all need a plan 


I sometimes wonder if a master plan is just a con¬ 
cept brougiit up during election cycles and forgotten 
soon afterward. 

At least here in Wayne, that is. 

Actually, the master plan came up recently during 
a special meeting of the Wayne Planning 
Commission. Four members of the commission 
attended a seminar not too long ago hosted by the 
Michigan Association of Planning (MAP). The semi¬ 
nar took place in Lansing and was designed to give 
planning commissioners and members of Zoning 
Boards of Appeals an idea of what their roles—^and 
their powers—^wera FUeled by that knowledge, the 
four members wanted to brainstorm about ways they 
could proactively spur change in the city and help 
economic development 

There was a lot of good discussion at the meeting 
althou^ it ended somewhat awkwardly and without 
a clear plan of what would happen next 

Some of the interesting discussion focused on the 
master plan, too. It didn’t seem like everybody in the 
room was on the same page about it; most were sur¬ 
prised that it dated back to 1961 and hasn’t been 
amended since. 

The reasons for that were several: once you 


update and amend a master 
plan, you’re pretty much forced 
to do it every five years. And land 
uses haven’t changed all that much during that time 
span. 

Well, isn’t that the problem? 

Of course, the budget situation came up. It takes 
money to update a master plan—you usually need 
consultants and all that Some could make the case 
that the City of Wayne isn’t exactly in the shape to 
take on added expenses. 

Well, here’s my issue with that argument No mat¬ 
ter where you go, elected officials and municipal 
administrators will tell you they’re all in the same 
boat Everybody’s suffering Heck, Canton Township 
is laying off people in the building department for 
God’s sake. 

But many places are still planning for the future, 
and spending money on it Here are a few examples: 
the City of Northville is in the midst of a downtown 
strat^c planning session that cost them more than 
$50,000. In Northville, a place many consider an 
ideal urban community, officials believe they can

expressway; or if you enjoy raising your blood pres¬ 
sure in record time or thinking about where all 
these people are coming from and Shouldn’t they 
all be at home or work? It’s 11 in the friggin’ morn¬ 
ing! 

As Canton Township Trustee Melissa 
McLaughlin noted recently, everybody talks about 
Ford Road and only in a negative way. The busi¬ 
nesses are set too far back; construction is never- 
ending; traffic congestion might never be fully 
unclogged; someone placed a big blue box at 
Haggerty and so forth. 

Fixing Ford Road won’t be easy. Traffic improve¬ 
ments come little by little, and only as fast as money 
can be found for them. Too slowly, perhaps, to keep 
up with the sheer volume of cars that is both a boon 
to business and a pain in the neck of customers. 

At the same time, the township and the 
Downtown Development Authority (DDA), which 
funds improvements along Ford, has chosen to 
enhance the aesthetics of the strip. The prelimi¬ 
nary results have been hit and miss. Landscaping 
and major chain retailers have helped, such as the 
Target expansion and the new Lowe’s. You can’t 
say the same about the decorative streetlamps, 
though, because Ford is so wide and you’re too 


busy trying not to hit the 
Hummer turning left in fixint of 
you to admire them. At night, 
the streetlamps hardly do their 
primary job, which is not to look nice but to illumi¬ 
nate the road. Tbo much of the li^t—up to 70 per-: 
cent—escapes uselessly into the sky, and as pointed • 
out by Eastern Michigan University Sherzer . 
Observatory: ‘These ‘pretty’ acom-type fixtures , 
that are supposed to enhance the scene actually 1’ 
produce a cold, excess glare, make seeing cars diffi-; 
cult while driving.” 

That’s not to say that this big street isn’t benefit- i 
ing from TLC. Ford Road is too important to ! 
Canton, and that’s why it was so exciting to witness | 
the unveiling of sculptor Ken Thomson’s design for 
a large public art piece, dubbed ‘‘Canton’s 
Community Arch,” which will be placed perma- j 
nently at the southeast comer of Ford and Canton j 
Center roads, in front of the TCF Bank 

Ford is an unlikely art gallery, but this might just 
work In a town where all the buildings are one-sto¬ 
ried and all-brick (except for that blue box, of 
course), the arch will stand in bold contrast. 
Thomson’s design is large and striking, and his tal¬ 
ent is clear. The arch will have detractors, of j 
course; but loving it isn’t a requirement for good |

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Postal workers plan 
area wide food drive 


Soon, anyone will be able to help hun¬ 
dreds of families throughout western 
Wayne County without leaving their yard. 

Post ofiBces throughout the area are par¬ 
ticipating in a Letter Carrier’s Fbod Drive 
on May 13, and the Wayne, Plymouth and 
Belleville post offices have agreed to give 
half of their supplies to the Outreach 
Center at SL Mary’s Church in Wayne. 

“This will be the first year that we will be 
receiving a donation from Plymouth and 
Belleville,” said Shelli Jump, director of the 
Outreach Center “Last year Plymouth and 
Belleville collected over 45,000 pounds of 
food That’s a lot of food!” 

The Outreach Center operates out of a 
building on the comer of Sims Avenue and 
Second Street in Wayna Opened in 2002, it 
serves families in 13 different communities 
in Wayne County—from Romulus and 
Wayne to Bedford, Plymouth and 
Northville Jump said 400 families get food 
and other supplies from the center every 
month and estimates that it helps out 1,200 
people 

The need was pretty evident when the 
facility first opened. It opened with little 
fanfare or promotion, but evidently word 
had spread 

“We had people waiting,” she said “They 
had heard, somehow that we were opening 


up. I was really baffled” 

About 130 families used the facility in 
the first month, she said. The increase to 
400 families a month is due to an increased 
need, not a larger area 

“Our boundaries have stayed the same,” 
she said. “We’ve always covered the same 
area” 

The Letter Carrier’s Fbod Drive is taking 
place throughout western Wayne County. 
Residents are asked to put out non-perish¬ 
able food items as well as other necessities 
like toiletries—things that cannot be pur¬ 
chased with food stamps. The postal carri¬ 
ers take the food back to their respective 
offices and volunteers will bring it from 
their to the outreach center. Jump estimates 
that she’ll have about 25 volunteers helping 
out that day, too. 

Jump said she.thinks the Outreach 
Center will pass a major milestone before it 
celebrates its four-year anniversary in 
September By then, more than one million 
pounds of food and supplies will have been 
distributed 

“It’s something to be proud of,” she said. 
“We always wonder what would’ve hap¬ 
pened if we weren’t here.”

bom for the role. 

Likable veteran Ving Rhames, as 
Luther Strickell—Hunt’s long-time fnend 
and Impossible Mission Force (IMF) 
team member—joins Cmise. Also 
in the ensemble are trans¬ 
portation specialist 
Declan (Jonathan Rhys 
Meyers) and background 
operative, who’s stunning in a 
red dress, Zhen (Maggie Q)—both are lik¬ 
able characters with too little screen time. 

Lawrence Fishbume is the IMF hard- 
nosed big boss, John Brassel, and Billy 
Crudrup plays Hunt’s handler, Musgrave. 
So the cast is there and Ouise blends in 
rather than stands out, which is good for 
him right now. 

Directing the super cast is JJ. Abrams 
and he’s no stranger to hits, either. He co¬ 
created two of ABC’s biggest television 
shows—Alias and Lost. 

Abrams takes a risk with Mission and 
lands the audience at the end of the film 
first with one of the most powerful scenes 
where Davian holds a gun to a female’s 
head threatening to shoot her in front of a 
tied up Hunt The risk pays off as the 
scene holds the audience’s attention the 
rest of the ride. 

The film quickly changes pace as 
Abrams cuts to an engagement party for 
Hunt and his fiancee Julia (Michelle 
Monaghan). Hunt is no longer an active 
agent and tries his hand at training new 
recruits. However, Julia, and everyone 
associated with the couple, thinks Hunt 
studies traffic pattern for the Department 
of Transportation.

Supporting cast steals the show »= 


American Haunting actors need a real plot 



Based on a ‘true’ story. An 
American Haunting follows the 
trials and tribulations of one 
family as all things unholy are 


unleashed on their happy family. 

With a stellar cast and an 
interesting plot, it could have 
been a great film. Unimpressive 
effects and poor camera choices 
take their toll, however, cmd 
suck much of the power 
out of the movie. 

The film is 
based upon an 
allegedly 
true event 
that 
has 


lived on in American folklore for 
nearly 200 years. According to 
legend, and the film, in the early 
1800s members of the wealthy, 
prominent Bell family of 
Tennessee have everything going 
their way. Then, out of nowhere, 
things change and inexplicable 
things start to happea They are 
minor at first—untraceable nois¬ 
es and voices in the wind. But as 
time passes, the haunting or pol¬ 
tergeist activity grows more 
active and increasingly violent, 
paiUcularly toward the head of 
the household, John Bell 
(Donald Sutherland) and his 
beloved daughter, Betsy 
(Rachel Hurd-Wood). The 
household, including 
Betsy’s devoted mother, 
Lucy Bell (Sissy Spacek) 
are left to try and figure 
out who or what is 
exacting such horrific 
revenge on the family. 
Is there a logical 
explanation? Is it a 
witch? Or is the 
Devil itself after 
them for some 
reason? 
Neither 


religion nor education has pro¬ 
vided the answer and now the 
family must figure out what it 
will take to make the problems 
stop. 

The premise of the story—a 
classic tale well known to fans of 
parapsychology—is an interest¬ 
ing jumping off point for a 
thriller and in many ways the 
film excels. The acting is spectac¬ 
ular, the unspoken mood of ter¬ 
ror and uncertainty comes 
through the film loud and clear, 
and unlike many suspense or 
horror films, the plot and the 
characters are both logical and 
reasonable. It also does an excel¬ 
lent job of tying the film into the 
problems and issues still plagu¬ 
ing society. 

Despite its strengths, though, 
American Haunting ends up as 
only an average film. It’s primary 
problem is the numerous cheap 
thrills—something springing 
from the comer of a shot, strobe 
effects, and other basic carnival 
funhouse tricks—that simply 
don’t do the otherwise sophisti¬ 
cated film justice. 

Anyone who suffers from 
motion sickness may also wish to 


bring their Dramamine with 
them to the theater. When the 
film-maker apparently can’t 
think of anything new and origi¬ 
nal to do with a shot, the finished 
film frequently resorts to more 
art-house style camera work with 
shots whirling in circles, on 
curves, and zooming up-and- 
down at unusual angles. Rather 
than a cutting edge method of 
keeping audiences uncertain of 
what to expect or of building sus¬ 
pense, though, the trick shots are 
overused and the end result is 
more distracting than disturbing. 

The movie ultimately avoids 
the ineffective and obvious feel¬ 
ing of ‘true’ films like The Blair 
Witch Project, but it still has plen¬ 
ty of room for improvement The 
verdict? The power of the cast 
and the storyline make An 
American Haunting a film worth 
seeing—^just don’t expect too 
much. 

The film has a PG-13 rating 
and a running time of about 90 
minutes. It is designed as a psy¬ 
chological thriller rather than a 
blood-and-gore style horror film, 
so on-screen violence is kept to a 
minimum.

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Backstage tour 

Officials, supporters tour Historic Wape Theater building

The volunteers involved with the 
restoration of the Historic Wayne Theater 
know they have a difficult task ahead of 
them—and an expensive one, too. 

Don Nicholson, capital fundraising 
chairman, for the theater group, said he 
wouldn’t be surprised if all the work need¬ 
ed at the theater on Michigan Avenue 
added up to $1.5 millioa 

“We have a lot of young people involved 
in this, but we’re not stupid,” said 
Nicholsoa ‘We know we have a lot to do.” 

He said the estimated price is daunting, 
but he’s not overly worried about it The 
theater board has some advantages in that 
‘We own the land, we own the build¬ 
ing,” he said. “There’s mortgagability in 
that We just need to get by the city, first” 
The preservationists took another step 
at that last Thursday, when they opened 
the doors for city inspectors for a walk 
through. The purpose of that was to give 
them an idea of what they needed to do to 
bring the 70-year-old building up to code. 
It hasn’t had a valid certificate of occupan¬ 
cy for 20 years, when a fire forced it to 
close. 

Nicholson—and city officials—said a 
completely new plumping system, a new 
electrical system as well as a new heating 
and air conditioning system would be 
required, as well as sprinkler systems. 

“The structure is a solid structure,” 
said City Engineer Ramzi El-Gharib. ‘We 
don’t have a problem with that 'The m^or 


problems are everything else.” 

City officials have long wanted some¬ 
thing done at the building. Earlier this 
year, they cited it under the dangerous 
building ordinance, which gives them the 
authority to force landowners to bring 
their property up to current codes or 
order its demolition. That’s in extreme 
cases, at the end of the process. The cost of 
the demolition is added to the property 
owner’s tax rolls, but they keep possession 
of the properly. 

Nicholson was involved with the the¬ 
ater about 20 years ago, and renewed his 
relationship after the city cited the build¬ 
ing. Since then, work has continued at the 
structure. 

‘We’ve done a lot of work, but we’ve got 
a long way to go,” Nicholson said. 

He said the project has developed 
interest, too. If they are able to satisfy the 
city’s needs, he said he has a corporate 
sponsor ready to sign on and he’s meeting 
with developers to construct a restaurant 
in the open space in fix)nt, where the store- 
fix)nts once stood. A number of groups are 
interested in using the building, too. 

‘We have a choir, and a few bands, as 
well as plans for a talent show, and a craft 
show and sale,” he said. “Many other 
things are planned.” 

He said they are also working to update 
architectural plans for the site, too. The 
ones they have set up in the lobby date 
back to 1993 and he wants to tweak them a 
bit 

‘We want to take it back to the way the 
theater used to be,” he said. “We’re going

to get some plans together and submit 
them to the city.” 

His goal is to have the theater restored 
and open again next year. 

It’s a lofty goal, and El-Gharib said he 
wished them luck. 

“I want to see it viable,” he said. ‘We 
don’t want to tear down any buildings. It’s 
costly to us.”

Kiwanis awards young citizens

“It has to be my favorite project that 
the Civitans do,” said Beverly Woodard, a 
long-time member of the group. 

It was the day after the Good Kids, 
Good Citizens, Good Community pro¬ 
gram, which packed more than 120 peo¬ 
ple into the meeting room at the Wayne 
Public Library to honor the achieve¬ 
ments of some of the younger residents 
ofWayne 

The award recognizes youngsters who 
have served as positive role models or 
who have made a significant contribu¬ 
tion to the community 

This year 20 youngsters were hon¬ 
ored, according to Paulette Medvecky, 
youth services director at the Wayne 
Public Library. 

“It’s one of the largest groups that’s 
ever been nominated,” she said. ‘Teople 
are nominating more and more kids.” 

The kids are nominated through a 
variety of ways, from police officers to 
teachers, neighbors, school officials or 
residents of the community.

Everyone honored with the award 
received a certificate, a photo album and 
selected a book that was donated to the 
library in his or her honor The program 
has honored 146 young people since its 
inceptioa 

Several scholarships were also 
awarded Wednesday night, according to 
Medvecky. The Civitans gave out five: to 
Kara Quintal, Allison Areeda, Kelly 
Doerr, Justin Girourd and Ifyle Elrdman. 

The scholarships are designed to 
highlight leadership qualities, Medvecky 
said. 

“They’re not always good academical¬ 
ly, they just have good qualities,” she 
said. 

Four young people received an 
Andrea Bundon scholarship, too. The 
award was named after a Wayne student 
who was killed in a car accident Allison 
Areeda, Sean Barone, Anna Clark and 
Heather Ennis received one of those. 

Woodard said she tike the program 
because it highlights the positive quali¬ 
ties of the young people. 

“It’s nice to have that many kids that 
are giving back to the community,” she 
said.

Scrap is stolen
